In August 1949 the Autonomous Mongolian Government was planning to move to 
Paiyintuhura Temple (approximately 105- 30, 41-00) , on the border between 
Ulanchab League and Alagshan Banner* It was anticipated that this area 
would not be affected by changes in surrounding areas, and that th®r© the 
new o-overnment could concentrate its forces. 
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
